MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 4,172, equivalent to an anaual 
rate of 5:7 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0:5 below that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1943. 

Of the total marriages, 4,018 (or 5-8 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 


Church. The remainder (154) is equivalent to 3:2 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. | 
The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 16,743, of which 8,631 
were of males and 8,112 of females. 
The rumber represents a rate of 22-7 per 1000 of the estimated population being 0- 6 
above the rate for the first quarter of 1943. 


The total includes 736 illegitimate births, equivalent to 4:4 re cert, of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 14,811; of this number 7,688 
were of males, and 7,123 of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 20:1 per a 000 of the estimated population, being 3°0 
above the rate for the first quarter of the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years)—-represented an annual rate of 0-7 per 1,000, which was the 
same as that for the first quarter of 1943. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year the deaths from these 
diseases show an increase in the case of measles of 39, and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 
2 years) of 10. On the other hand deaths from typhoid fever have decreased by one, scarlet’ 
fever by 11, whooping cough by 13, and diphtheria by 3. - 

The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (und2r 2 years) numbered 287, including 153 for 
the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 513, which is 388 more than that 
for the first quarter of 1943. a q 


Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths from this disease numbered 1,094, including 852 from 
pulmonary tuberculosis and 242 from other forms of tube1culous disease. The figures for the 
first quarter of 1943 were 1,183, 959 and 224 respectively. The rate for all forms of. this 
~disease was 1-5 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis beiag 1-2 and ail other forms 0:3; 
the respective rates for the first quarter of the preceding year were 1-6, 1-3 and 0°3. 


Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 1,056, being equivalent to a rate of 1-4 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1943 the number was 970 and the rate 1-3. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 1-9 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-5 for puerperalinfection, and 1-4 for other puerperal causes, 
as compsered with 2-0, 0-4 and 1-6 for the first quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of irfants urder one year of age per , ie births 
registered) was 101 and that for the March quarter of 1943 was 94. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1944 the population was. 
2,947,000 (1,491,000 males and 1,456,000 females) This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Register of Populatior, 1941, the number of births and deaths registered, and 
the passenger movement (inc'uding emigration and immigration), is provisional,

MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 4,139, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 5-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-2 above that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1943. 

Of the total marriages, 3,890 (or 5-7 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (249) is equivalent to 5-1 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 17,321, of which 8,794 
were of males and 8,527 of females. 
The number represents a rate of 23-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-7 above 
the rate for the second quarter of 1943. 
The total includes 696 illegitimate births, equivalent to 4-0 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 3 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 11,096 ; of this number 5,732 
were of males, and 5,364 of females. — 

The equivalent annual rate was 15-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-3 
above the rate for the second quarter of the preceding year.) 

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years)—-represented an annual rate of 0-6 per 1,000, which was the 
same as that for the second quarter of 1943. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year the deaths from these 
diseases show an increase in the case of typhoid fever of 6, of diphtheria 5, and of measles 56. 
On the other hand deaths from scarlet fever have decreased by 8, whooping cough by 9, and 
diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) by 23. 

The déaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 222, including 91 for 
the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 152, which is 49 more than that 
for the second quarter of 1943. 


Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths from this disease numbered 1,151, including 871 from 
pulmonary tuberculosis and 280 from other forms of tuberculous disease. The figures for the 
second quarter of 1943 were 1,258, 978 and 280 respectively. The rate for all forms of this 
disease was 1-6 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 1-2 and all other forms 0:4, 
the respective rates for the second quarter of the preceding year were 1-7, 1-3 and 0-4. 


Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 917, being equivalent to a rate of 1-2 per 1,000. 
of the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1943 the number was 974 and the rate 1-3. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 1-7 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-1 for puerperal infection, and 1-6 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 2-1, 0-6 and 1-5 for the second quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 70 and that for the June quarter. of 1943 was 76. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1944 the population was 
2,938,000 (1,486,000 males and 1,452,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Register of Population, 1941, the number of births and deaths registered, and. 
the passenger movement (including emigration and immigration), is provisional,

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 15,854, of which 8,244 
were of males and 7,610 of females. 
The number represents a rate of 21-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-3 below 
the rate for the third quarter of 1943. 
The total includes 597 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3-8 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,791; of this number 4,576: 


were of males, and 4,215 of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 12-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-2 
below the rate for the third quarter of the preceding year. ~ 

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhcea 
and enteritis (under z years)—represented an annual rate of 0-6 per 1,000, being 0-1 below 
that for the third quarter of 1943. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of: last year the deaths from these 
diseases show an increase in the case of typhoid fever of 4, and of measles 5. On the other 
hand deaths from diphtheria have decreased by ii, whooping cough by 23, and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years) by 79. 

The deaths from diarrhaa and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 306, including 150 for 
the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 46, which is 3 more than that 
for the third quarter of 1943. 


Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths from this disease numbered 783, including 601 from 
pulmonary tuberculosis and i 82 from other forms of tuberculous disease. The figures for the 
third quarter of 1943 were 911, 739 and 172 respectively. The rate for all forms of this 
disease for the third quarter of 1944 was 1-1 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 
0-8 and all other forms 03, the respective rates for the third quarter of the preceding year 
were i-2, 1-0 and 0-2. 


Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 976, being equivalent to a rate of 1-3 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1943 the number was 916 and the rate 1-2. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 1-9 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-8 for puerperal infection, and 1-1 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 1-1, 0-2 and 0-9 for the third quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 63 and that for the SeptemLer quarter of 1943 was 72.

MARRIAGES.

The marriages registered during the year numbered 16,875, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 5-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-2 below that for the year 1943. 
Of the total marriages, 15,994 (or 5-8 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church, The remainder (881) is equivalent to 4:5 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the year amounted to 64,756, of which 33,270 
were of males and 31,486 of females. 


This number represents a rate of 22-0 per 1;000 of the estimated population, being 0-2 
above the rate for the year 1943. 


The total includes 2,611 illegitimate births, equivalent to 4-0 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


‘he nuinber of deaths registered during the year was 45,147 ; of this number 23,488 were 
of males, and 21,659 of females. : 


The equivalent annual rate was 15-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-7 
above the rate for the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—_Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus, smallpox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years of age)—-represented an annual rate of 0-6 per 1,000, which was 
0-1 below the rate for the year 1943. 


When compared with the corresponding figures for last year deaths from typhoid fever 
increased by 7, and measles by 101. On the other hand deaths from scarlet fever, whooping 
cough, diphtheria, dysentery, typhus and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) have 
decreased by 27, 70, 14, one, 3 and 164 respectively. 


The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age) numbered 1,069, including 
513 for the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 779, which was 318 more than 
‘that for the year 1943.

Tuberculous Disease._Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 3,758, 
comprising 2,884 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 874 from other forms of tuberculous 
disease. The corresponding figures for the 1943 were 4,306, 3,898 and 908 respectively. 
The rate for deaths from all forms of this disease for 1944 was 1-3: per 1,000, the rate for 
pulmonary tuberculosis being 1:0, and all other forms 0:3; the respective rates for 1943 
were 1-5, 1:2 and 0-3. 


Cancer.—-Deaths from cancer numbered 3,949, being equivalent to arate of 1-3 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the year 1943 the number was 4,043, and the rate 1-4. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes are represented by a rate of 1-8 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-4 for puerperal infection, and 1-4 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 2:3, 0-6 and 1-7 for 1943. 


Infant Mortality—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 79, that for the year 1043 being 83.
